MAYOR BURY OF EDMONTON IS

lowance Act will be laid before the 
next session of the legislature by the 
attorney-general’s department at the

Mayor Bury’ conferred with the 
deputy attormey-general Wednesday 
afternoon regarding the act, which 
ke asserts is in need of revision as 
ir. its present form ’@n unwarranted 
burden is laid upon cities in the pro 
vince. ‘ 

The principal change sought is 
that the liability of a municipality 
be determined by the residence of 
the applicant at the time she becomes 
elgible rather than by the residence 
at the time.the application is made 

Under present conditions an eli- 
gible woman may delay making ap- 
plication until. she has removed 
from the municipality in which she 
became eligible. The municipality 
or city to which she moves, then 
becomes liable for 50 per cent of the 
allowance paid. 

Another alteration suggested is 
in order. that a woman eligible for 
an ‘allowance in all save residence 
provisions that is not having requisite 
qualifications should be entitled to an 
allowance. This, the mayor believes 
should be chargeable to the province 
as a whole.

BUFFALO SURPLUS 


500 OF ANNUAL INCREASE 
WAINWRIGHT HERD TO BE 
MARKETED THIS YEAR

The Department of Interior has de- 
cided to reduce the surplus of ‘the Gov 
ernment buffalo herd in Buffalo nat- 
ional park at Wainwright, Alberta, 
this autumn by 500 animals and ar- 
rangements have been made for the 
slaughter of this number and the sale 
of the meat, hides and heads. Buffalo 
furs and other buffalo products have 
so re-established themselves in pop- 


ular favour that a market could read 
ily be found for a much larger num- 
ber. The thinning of the herd in recent 
years in order to keep it within the 
grazing limitations of the park made 
it mecessary to dispose annually of 
numbers of these animals and ship 
cthers north to Wood Buffalo park. 
The number usually disposed of by 
sale will this winter be reduced by 
half, but it ts expected that. after this 
year there will be an annual surplus 
of 1,000 or more animals for sale, in 
addition to any that may be sent 
north. 

Meat from 100 carcasses of the old 
er animals will be reserved by the De- 
partment for use in the Northwest 
Territories. The meat will be dried

Mr Phipps said the condition of 
the stock market did not reflect the 
genera] business conditions in Can- 
ada or the United States adding that 
business was still sound as was the 
financia] structure. ;
